Its conclusion, however, was its least spirited part, and this 
elicited a little unfair disapprobation, which the general audience 
properly drowned in applause, for the trifle is quite amusing 
enough to deserve frequent repetition. It is founded upon the 
contradictory temper and tantarums of a Mrs, Wilful, (Mrs. W. 
Clifford, ) and is defeated into complying with what people want 
by the stratagem of persuading her that it is what they would 
avoid, She has a brother, SirTobyTitmouse,( Meadows )whom she 
rules, and a niece, Lucy Lennox, (MissCharles,) of whose hand 
she would have exclusive disposal, and for whom there is ap old 
suitor, Dr. Merrypegs, (Harley,) and a young one, Charles 
Nightingale, (Vining.) Of course the yonng one wins by the 
agency of contradictions, which are, however, principally pro- 
moted by an impudent ready witted, all tolerated Irish servant, 
Barney Bouche, which character was cleverly sustained by Mr, 
T. Lee. Miss Charles too acquitted herself with lively anima- 
tion of what she had to do. Altogether there was no flagging in 
the trifle, but its denouwemené should come off with point and 


eclat.
